Czechoslovakia. On tha eve of Novotny's visit, the Czechs 
finally blew up the mamsoth Stalin statute towering over Prague, but 
this long-celayed gesture probebly did not help thea much in reducing 
Soviet demands upon then. In spite of considerable domestic econoric 
difficulties and badly overextended resources, the Czech regimo appears 
moar been asked ty Khrushchev to make further commitments in aiding

fast Germany. The dismay which apparent Soviet acaq:iescence to 
US demands on is reported to have caused among SED officials in the 
eerlin contest mist heve been a principal concern of Vibricht. ‘ths 
dength of Ulbricht's stay in Hoscow--October 31 to November Se<-indicates 
that, there may have been lengthy discussion ef Soviet tactics in Berlin 
din the coming period. ' 


Bulgaria. The strong Stalinist sentiment and persistent 
factionalisa in the Bulgasien Party heave meesented a problen to the USSR 
for some time, particularly in connection with Soviet policy ef wooing 
Yugoslavia, Soviet policy in the Cuben crisis apvears to have head the 
predictable effect of putting new life into the Stalinist opposition. 
Indeed, toward the end of October the nress contained seme indications 
that Guigarian Pasty leader Zaivxov night have been ready to corprosice 
wita the Stalinists and pacify the opposition, presuxably inorder to 
avoid a show down at the Party Congress, opening November 5. TZhivxov's 
hurried trip to Moscow on November 3 appears to have changed all that. 
Destalinization, which includes the just announced purges of ‘Prenier Yusov, 
peaceful coexistence, disarmement, and better relationa with Yugoslavia 
appear to be the mottos of the Congress, which had been billed originally 
as one devoted to economics. After the Bulgarian Party Congress is over 
this wavering satellite should be clearly aligned with the USSR against 
Corsmunist China, and improvement of relations with Yugoslavia should follow

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Poland. The Soviet leadership did not hava to sumaon Party 
leader Gormilka to insure his backing for a policy of peaceful co-existence. 
at could be certain of it without consultations. Gomultka's November ὃς | 
trip to Moscow wes most likely motivated by a need to map out Polend!s 
role in Soviet stratezy on Perlin and disarmament. Poland's past role 
ir. disarmament proposals and Gomulka's emphasis on disarsanent in the 
November 5 Pravda point particularly to the latter. 


Fungery and Rumania. Hungary's Janos Kadar is now in Hoscow 
for the ἰὴ anniversary of the Revolution. His trip, however, seens 
to have been undertaken largely fer the sake ef anpeszrances since his 
backing of Khrushchev's: foreign policy can be assumed in advance, and 
Huncasy necds no further guidance in its tesk of taproving its ow 
international standing. Rumanian Pasty leader Gheorghiu Sed stopre 
in Hoscow on his way from Southoast Asia the previous week-end, He 
may, therefore, require a further brieZing in the near future, cut 
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
